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REPORT  OF 


State  Examiner. 


To  KOBEKT  B.  SMITH,  Governor  of  Montana: 

Sir: — In  compliance  with  law  I  herewith  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion the  Annual  Eeport  of  the  State  Examiner's  office.  It  constitutes 
the  third  report  made  and  is  for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1897. 

Under  the  law  creating  the  office  of  State  Examiner  and  providing 
and  enumerating  the  duties  thereof,  among  other  things  it  is  required 
that  reports  of  all  examinations,  inquiries  and  investigations  when  had, 
be  made  to  the  executive  department  as  well  as  to  the  immediate  super- 
vising authority.  Thus  when  an  examination  of  a  County  and  the 
official  conduct  of  its  officers  is  had,  report  is  at  once  made  to  the  County 
Commissioners  of  such  County  and  also  to  the  executive  department 
of  the  State. 

Of  the  examinations  had  of  the  conditions  of  State  Banks,  State  In- 
stitutions and  State  Officers  report  is  made  directly  to  the  State  Execu- 
tive office  at  once. 

Complying  with  such  provisions  reports  have  been  made  to  your  Ex- 
cellency from  time  to  time  as*  the  examinations  were  had.  Therefore 
of  examinations  made  and  inquiries  had  along  the  lines  of  the  official 
duties  of  this  office,  and  to  the  details  thereof,  in  this  report  no  refer- 
ence will  be  made. 

The  report  contains: 

A  brief  outline  or  summary  of  the  work  of  the  office  for  the  year. 

A  short  commentary  on  the  condition  of  the  State  banking  institu- 
tions and  financial  condition  of  the  State  and  Counties,  as  shown  by 
sundry  annexed  tables. 

Observations  on  certain  laws  pertaining  to  the  financial  affairs  of 
the  State  and  recommendations  of  this  office  as  to  changes  in  the  same 
deemed  beneficial;  and  finally, 

Financial  tables  and  compilations. 
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Of  the  work  of  the  office  for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1897. 

The  Examiner  and  his  Assistant,  Mr.  E.  B.  Kennedy,  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  had  been  incumbents  of  the  office  for  eight  months,  dur- 
ing which  time  a  personal  investigation  or  examination  was  made  by 
the  Examiner  of  the  affairs  of  all  the  Counties  of  the  State  and  all  of 
the  State  banking  institutions  therein  and  of  such  examinations  and  all 
of  them,  reports  were  regularly  made  to  the  proper  authorities. 

WHAT  THE  OFFICE  DID  NOT  DO. 

No  examinations  of  the  State's  offices  were  made  and  no  attention 
was  given  to  Building  and  Loan  Associations. 

The  checking  of  the  State  officers  has  been  deferred  for  two  reasons. 
First,  coming  into  office  after  the  first  of  March,  1897,  and  April  1st. 
having  rolled  around  before  the  outside  work  of  the  office  for  the  year 
could  be  undertaken,  no  time  or  opportunity  was  had  to  devote  to  the 
State  officers,  and, 

Second,  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March  for  several 
reasons  is  the  proper  time  for  such  examinations,  and,  accordingly,  such 
work  has  been  so  mapped  out. 

OF  BUILDING  AND  LOAN  ASSOCIATIONS. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  a  law  was  enacted  relative  to 
Building  and  Loan  Associations,  which  repealed  the  laws  theretofore 
governing  such  associations  and  placing  them  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  office  for  examination.  This  law  took  effect  on  June  1st,  1897, 
and  at  that  time  no  Foreign  Corporations  of  this  class  had  complied 
with  its  provisions. 

Section  25  of  that  act  contained  a  proviso  that  the  act  should  not 
apply  to  Domestic  associations  unless  they  elected  to  come  under  its 
provisions,  and  as  the  old  law  regulating  such  associations  was  repealed, 
I  submitted  the  questions  involved  to  the  Attorney  General  for  advice 
as  to  my  authority  in  the  premises.  I  am  now  advised  by  him  that  all 
such  associations  are  governed  by  the  law  of  the  5th  Legislative  Assem- 
bly and  must  comply  with  its  provisions.  This  being  the  case,  I  shall 
at  once  proceed  to  act  thereon  and  all  such  associations  will  be  examined 
as  early  as  possible. 
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REMARKS  ON  THE  TABULATED  PORTION  OF  THIS 

REPORT. 

Table  I,  shows  the  amount  of  money  employed  as  capital  and  surplus 
in  the  banking  business  of  all  banks  in  Montana,  also  the  total  de- 
posits therein.  This  compilation  is,  I  believe,  the  first  of  the  kind 
ever  completed  in  the  State,  and  while  it  does  not  take  up  much  space, 
it  involves  a  great  deal  of  work,  and  is,  to  my  notion,  the  most  inter- 
esting table  in  the  report.  And  while  appreciating  fully  the  value  of 
this  data  in  the  Bank  Department  of  this  office,  I  do  not  believe  I  will 
undertake  to  secure  it  another  time.  The  private  bankers  of  this  State 
are  very  loth  to  take  an  Examiner,  or  any  one  else,  into  their  confidence 
to  the  extent  of  giving  them  information  amounting  to  the  very  essence 
of  their  business,  and  I  don't  blame  them  for  it  either.  However,  they 
gave  it  to  me  this  time  and  I  appreciate  it. 

And  the  result  is  no  discredit  to  the  State. 

Table  II,  shows  in  detail  the  condition  of  all  of  the  State  banks. 

Table  III,  is  a  summary  of  the  Bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State,  in 
all  of  its  political  subdivisions. 

The  result  of  the  compilation  of  this  table  demonstrates  what  a  big 
item  an  interest  charge  is.  The  annual  interest  charge  on  the  public 
indebtedness,  bonded  and  floating,  of  the  State  being  about  $446,149.80. 

The  remaining  tables  have  to  do  with  the  public  indebtedness  of  the 
State  and  Counties,  the  several  sources  of  revenue  and  the  various  chan- 
nels of  expenditures  in  detail. 

Table  IV  summarizes  the  net  debt  of  the  State  and  Counties. 

The  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  makes  a  very 
good  showing.  Nearly  all  of  the  Counties  are  in  good  shape  financi- 
ally. 

Table  V,  shows  by  Counties  the  assessed  value  of  the  State  for  the 
year  189?  to  be  $130,757,411.00,  an  increase  of  $10,000,000.00  over 
the  year  1896,  a  very  substantial  gain.  But  in  my  opinion  the  valua- 
tion was  not  brought  up  to  what  it  should  be. 

A  reference  to  the  detailed  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Equaliza- 
tion discloses  that  $2,363,656.00  in  money  was  returned  in  the  State  for 
the  purpose  of  assessment,  while  Table  I  of  this  report  shows  that  there 
was  over  $21,000,000.00  on  deposit  in  banks  and  without  taking  into 
account  the  great  amount  of  money  not  deposited  in  banks,  the  dis- 
crepancy is  something  worth  thinking  over. 
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CHANGES  IN  THE  PKESEJSTT  LAWS  DEEMED  BENEFICIAL. 

Our  present  statutes  close  the  fiscal  year  for  State  and  County  pur- 
poses on  Novemeber  30th.  To  this  I  see  no  objection.  It  is  about  the 
latest  possible  date  that  would  permit  of  the  closing  of  accounts  and 
compilation  of  reports  in  time  for  the  Assembly  sessions  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January  of  every  alternate  year. 

The  trouble  is  this.  Our  revenue  law  does  not  require  the  payment 
of  taxes  to  save  penalties,  until  the  first  Monday  of  December,  and  there 
is  generally  five  or  six  days  intervening  between  November  30th,  the 
date  of  the  closing  of  all  accounts  for  the,  purpose  of  compiling  debt 
statements  etc.,  for  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  first  Monday  in  December, 
the  date  marking  all  unpaid  taxes  as  delinquent,  and  in  those  few  inter- 
vening days  nearly  sixty  per  cent  of  all  the  taxes  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing November  30th  come  in.  At  least  that  is  my  observation  and  that 
it  is  correct  is  well  demonstrated  by  Table  IV  of  this  report,  and  for 
those  taxes  so  paid  after  November  30th,  though  really  revenues  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  on  that  date,  the  Counties  or  the  State  get  no  bene- 
fit or  showing  on  their  financial  statements  for  the  year.  Briefly  the 
results  are;  the  several  statements  of  the  different  Counties  and  the 
State  as  well,  do  not  show  their  actual  financial  condition.  In  compil- 
ing Table  IV,  I  have  taken  into  account  these  revenues  due  for  the 
fiscal  year,  and  thereby  endeavored  to  show  the  actual  net  debt  of  the 
State  and  Counties. 

To  correct  this  discrepancy  and  avoid  all  the  confusion  consequent 
thereon,  all  taxes  should  be  made  to  become  delinquent  on  the  30th 
day  of  November  instead  of  the  first  Monday  of  December.  This  change 
would,  at  the  utmost,  advance  such  date  of  delinquency  but  six  days 
and  could  entail  no  hardships  on  the  taxpayer  worth  taking  into  ac- 
count. 

This  change,  in  my  opinion,  and  also  in  that  of  every  officer  with 
whom  I  have  discussed  the  matter,  should  be  made  by  the  next  Legis- 
lative Assembly. 

This  and  no  other  with  reference  to  the  fiscal  year  of  the  State  and 

Counties. 
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CONCERNING  OFFICIAL  BONDS  OF  STATE  AND  COUNTY 

OFFICEES. 

The  present  statute  thereon  is  too  burdensome,  and  should  be  modi- 
fied. 

Section  1059,  page  113,  5th  Assembly  laws,  amending  same  section 
of  Article  9  of  the  Political  Code,  reads: 

"When  the  penal  sum  of  any  bond  required  to  be  given  amounts  to 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  the  sureties  may  become  liable  for  por- 
tions not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  thereof  making  in  the  aggregate 
a  liability  of  double  the  amount  named  as  the  penal  sum  of  the  bond," 
etc. 

Other  provision?  of  Article  9,  Political  Code,  require  that  sureties 
shall  justify  in  double  the  amount  of  their  undertaking.  For  example. 
If  the  penal  sum  of  any  officer's  bond  is  ten  thousand  dollars,  under 
the  law  he  must  have  sureties  whose  aggregate  liability  is  twenty  thous- 
and dollars  and  who,  in  the  aggregate,  must  justify  for  forty  thousand 
dollars.  This  is  what  the  law  requires,  and  it  is  manifestly  an  unjust 
requirement.  The  penal  sums  of  all  County  officers'  bonds  in  Counties 
of  all  classes,  are  high,  very  high.  County  Clerks,  Assessors,  and  Clerks 
of  the  Court  in  eighth  class  Counties  have  to  give  a  bond  in  the  penal 
sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  and  under  the  present  system  it  is  a  hard 
matter  to  get  a  bond  in  these  Counties. 

I  do  not  favor  a  reduction  of  the  penal  sums  of  bonds,  but  a  modifi- 
cation of  the  law  as  to  sureties.  I  would  make  said  section  1059  read 
in  part  as  follows: 

"When  the  penal  sum  of  any  bond  required  to  be  given  amounts  to 
Two  thousand  dollars  or  more,  the  sureties  may  become  severally  liable 
for  portions  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars^  thereof.  Provided, 
that  no  bond  have  less  than  two  sureties." 

This  would  eliminate  doubling  the  aggregate  liability  of  the  sureties 
with  reference  to  the  penal  sum  of  the  bond,  but  the  sureties  would 
still  be  required  to  make  affidavit  that  they  were  worth  double  the  sum 
undertaken. 

CONCERNING  THE  DUTIES  OF  COUNTY  OFFICERS. 

As  to  the  present  laws  on  that  score  I  have  no  recommendations,  but 
I  do  believe  the  County  Clerk's  office,  under  the  law,  is  burdened  with 
more  than  its  equitable  share  of  work. 
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It  seems  that  recent  legislative  assemblies  when  enacting  legislation 
providing  for  any  new  work  for  County  officers  have  thrown  the 
burden  of  nearly  all  of  it  on  the  various  County  Clerks,  and  that  too, 
in  many  instances,  without  any  allowance  of  help  for  the  extra  work 
entailed,  until  the  County  Clerk's  office  has  become  a  sort  of  general 
utility  and  information  bureau  for  nearly  all  of  the  purposes  of  County 
government,  from  registering  deeds  and  other  public  records,  keeping 
all  of  the  financial  books  of  the  Count}',  registering  all  births  and  deaths 
etc.,  etc.,  and  finally  on  down  the  line  to  punching  coyote's  skins.  It  is 
a  fact  that  in  Deer  Lodge  County  it  is  almost  a  physical  impossibility 
for  the  County  Clerk  and  Recorder  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office 
with  the  maximum  number  of  deputies  allowed  by  law,  and  in  this  par- 
ticular that  is  not  the  only  county. 

In  fact  nearly  all  of  the  County  officers  in  this  State  have  plenty  of 
work  to  do  and  it  is  my  observation  that,  as  an  almost  unanimous  rule, 
they  do  it,  and  while  the  work  of  the  various  County  officers,  owing  to 
legislation  and  the  introduction  of  the  State  Examiner's  system  of  ac- 
counts, has  been  steadily  increasing,  their  salaries  have  been  decreasing, 
so  that  now  while  a  great  many  County  officers  and  deputies  in  this  State 
have,  all  of  the  work  that  they  can  do,  they  are  not  overburdened  with 
remuneration,  the  opinion  of  the  late  Legislature  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

These  observations  are  not  calculated  as  a  recommendation  to  change 
any  of  the  existing  laws  relative  to  officers  duties,  help  allowed  or  sal- 
aries paid,  but  rather  that  well  enough  be  let  alone. 


CONCERNING  STATE  BANKING  LAWS. 

Our  statute  has  no  special  provision  for  closing  up  the  business  of 
insolvent  State  banks.  It  would  seem  that  banks  would  have  to  be  wound 
up  under  the  general  provisions  of  law  relative  to  insolvent  corpora- 
tions. The  State  Examiner  seems  to  be  clothed  with  all  the  necessary 
authority  for  making  examinations  but  is  left  without  any  authority 
of  law  to  enforce  the  general  provisions  of  law  governing  the  conduct 
of  the  business  of  State  banks,  and  without  any  remedy  to  redress  such 
violations  when  committed  or  to  restrain  them  when  threatened. 

Happily  so  far,  any  necessity  for  action  looking  to  the  winding  up  of 
the  affairs  of  any  State  bank  has  been  wanting.    Up  to  this  time  not 
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a  single  State  banking  institution  has  failed  or  become  insolvent  and, 
so  far  as  I  know,  all  of  them  have  evinced  a  strong  disposition  to  com- 
ply with  the  letter  of  the  law.  But  because  there  has  been  no  trouble 
of  that  character  in  the  past  it  does  not  follow  that  this  satisfactory 
state  of  affairs  will  always  continue.  I  would  therefore  urge  that  some 
legislation  be  enacted  to  supply  this  very  serious  and  important  omis- 
sion in  our  State  Banking  Laws. 

Hoping  that  the  administration  of  this  office  for  the  past  year  has 
accrued  to  some  public  good,  and  that  this  report,  rough  and  imperfect 
as  it  is,  will  be  of  some  general  use,  the  same  is
